was found lying under a cow and 


when the farm hand went there to 
drive the cow to the house the ride 
was discovered.

It. will be recalled that Lee, the

shot.

the straw stack, then he told the 
police a lie and his story does not 
look very good.

erroneous impression that the Fed­ 


eral Government, in quarantining for 


the 
foot-and-m outh 
disease, 
has 


prevented the shipment 
of 
dressed 
poultry into or out 
of quarantined 
states has had a very serious effect 
on the turkey industry of the United 
States, according 
to 
the 
poultry 
specialists of 
the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
Studies of the Thanks­ 
giving turkey m arkets in New York, 
Boston and 
Philadelphia 
indicated 
that turkeys were somewhat scarce, 
and as a result prices ruled high on 
a very firm market. 
All that saved 
a great scarcity was the fact that 
there were a quantity ol? turkeys in 
excellent condition held over in cold 
storage from last 
December. 
This 
somewhat relieved the pressure. 


The reason for the 
scarcity, the 
specialists find, is 
that 
the 
farm 
buyers of turkeys, under the impres­ 
sion that New York ¡State or 
other 
States 
had 
quarantined 
against 
dressed poultry, were afraid to offer 
prices for live 
turkeys 
which the 
farm ers 
would 
accept. 
In 
other 
cases city wholesalers 
offered low 
prices because of a fear 
th at 
the 
district in which they were 
selling 
might quarantine 
against 
turkeys 
from certain territories and make it 
impossible for them to 
dispose 
of 
their turkeys after 
being 
dressed. 
Consequently, many farm ers refused 
to- sell their birds at the prices of­ 
fered, and the result is heavy hold­ 
ing on the farms. 
As there are only 
two turkey days, Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, the farm flocks must this 
month be realized on, unless they are 
to be held over. 
The hesitation of 
the buyers has been increased, owing 
to the fact that the express and rail­ 
road companies also are misinform­ 
ed as to the quarantine, and in many 
cases have refused to accept dressed 
poultry for shipment to New York. 
In some cases, one line 
would 
ac­ 
cept poultry and others would not, 
and in many cases railroads 
would 
accept poultry for shipment to Phil­ 
adelphia hut not to New \Tork. 
The Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
wishing to save farm ers in tlie im­ 
portant. turkey growing 
States 
of 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Missouri, Tex­ 
as, Indiana and 
Illinois, 
reiterates 
its previous announcement that there 
is no Federal quarantine or restric­ 
tion on shipping dressed turkeys or 
other poultry from uninfected farms 
in quarantined States, and absolute­ 
ly no Federal restriction as to ship­ 
ment of dressed poultry into quar­ 
antined States. 
The Federal autho­ 
rities are, of course, opposed to the 
movement of any produce from a 
farm which is quarantined' because 
of the actual presence on the farm 
of the foot-and-m outh disease. 


In all these cases, 
however, 
the 
State authorities, in addition to the 
general county and Federal quaran­ 
tines, put a rigid quarantine around 
the 
actually 
infected farms. 
The 
misunderstanding ns to 
New 
York 
State's 
attitude 
toward 
receiving 
dressed poultry is due to the fact 
that the order was at first issued by 
the State authorities prohibiting the 
entry into New 
York 
of 
dressed 
poultry 
from 
other 
quarantined 
States. 
ThM order, however, 
was 
immediately rescinded, and there is 
at present no State 
quarantine in 
New Yank against the shipment of 
dressed poultry into the State. 
Apparently the Kentucky officials 
have quarantined against the ship­ 
ment of dressed poultry from the in­ 
fected counties in thatj 
State, 
hut 
this i- purely n State measure, as 
.the federal authftrMbri haw placed 
lib restrictions on the shipment of 
dressed poultry other than from ac­ 
tually in fee ted farm s.
